NOTIFICATION 


The 6th May, 2020 
No.13 / 11 /2010-3Edu.1/1008.- The Governor of Punjab is pleased to appoint the Maharaja Bhupinder 
Singh Punjab Sports University, Patiala as the authority competent to conduct the Common Entrance Test 
(CET ) and centerlized counseling for B.P.Ed. ( Two year course ) for the session 2020-21 in all the colleges of 
Physical Education (Govt.,Govt. Aided and Private Self -Financed Colleges ) affiliated to ( 1) Panjab University , 
Chandigarh ( 2) Guru Nanak Dev University, Amritsar ( 3 ) Punjabi University , Patiala . The scheme of admission 
through Common Entrance Test is notified for the information of all concerned . The information about Colleges 
of Physical Education & the number of seats available therein as per approval granted by the National Council 
for Teacher Education (N.C.T.E ) are placed at Annexure - A . Before publishing the prospectus, the Counciling 
College will ensure that each and every institute is duly affiliated with the respective University for the seats as 
quoted in list at Annexure -I.

Physical Fitness Test : 
The competitive qualifying physical fitness test will be conducted by the Maharaja Bhupinder Singh 
Punjab Sports University , Patiala on the basis of the norms and standards set by it for making admissions 
in the course .

Eligibility :

Eiligibility of B.P.Ed. (two year course ) shall be as per Appendix 7 ofNCTE Regulation 2014 . 
There shall be relaxation of 5 % marks in favour of SC /ST/OBC categories candidates. 
Applicants who have appeared for the qualifying examination and whose result has not been 
declared may be provisionally allowed to appear in the physical fitness test at their own risk and 
responsibility but they have to satisfy the conditions of NCTE Regulation 2014 ( Appendix 7) one 
day prior to display ofmerit list.

Date and Centers of qualifying Physical Fitness Test : 


The date and exact venue of the qualifying physical fitness test will be notified in the prospectus as well 
as on University website but it will not be later than third week of June .

Placement of Candidates : 


a ) 


The admission to Colleges of Physical Education of the respective Universities to which the 
colleges are affiliated , will be done as per norms laid down by N.C.T.E.Mode of admission shall 
be determined and notified by the Maharaja Bhupinder Singh Punjab Sports University, Patiala 
keeping in view the Academic Calendars of the respective affiliating universities . 
When two or more candidates have secured equalmarks in the merit list, their inter- se -merit for 

admission willbe decided on the following criteria in the order of preference : 
i) Candidate with higher educational qualification

Division of Seats : 


85 % seats will be reserved for the Candidates from within the State of Punjab and 15 % seats will be 
open to candidates of other States/U.Ts on the basis of merit of CET prepared on all India basis 
excluding Punjab . The eligibility criteria for 85 % seats will be that the candidate must be a resident of 
Punjab State in terms of the Punjab Government,Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms 
(PP - 11 Br.) letter No. 1/ 3 /95-3PP -11/ 9619 , dated the 6th June , 1996 and letter No. 1 / 3 / 95-3PP - 11 /80 , 
dated 1st January , 1999. The notifications are annexed at Annexure B and C respectively.

RESERVATION OF SEATS : 


Reservation of seats shall be as per the policy of the Government of Punjab applicable at the time of 
admission .

GENERAL CONDITIONS : 


a ) 


A candidate has to clear Physical Fitness Test to become eligible for admission . 


b )

While calculating merit, credit of 1 % ofmaximum marks will be given to candidates seeking 
admissions under 85 % category, who have passed their 10th and 12th class examination from 
schools situated in rural areas of Punjab . For this , they will have to submit a certificate issued by 
the Head/Principal of the school stating that the student has passed 10th and 12th class from his 
school and that the school falls in the rural area. The certificate should be counter signed by the 
Sarpanch of the village . 
For Sports Weightage , only graded certificates by the Sports Department will be entertained . 
States where sports gradation procedure is not adopted , the candidate has to bring the certificate 
issued by Director Sports of their respective states clearly indicating that the candidate s certificate 
are original and he/shehas actually participated in the competition and sports gradation procedure 
is not adopted in their states. 
The concerned college shall have to inform in advance whether stay in hostel is compulsory or not 
and if yes what are the hostel charges inclusive of rent,mess charges etc.

The merit of each candidate who has qualified the physical fitness test shall be determined as 
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follows :

For admission in B.P.Ed. ( Two Year Course ) 
(i) Weightage to Academics 

(40 % for basic academics 5 % higher additional 
qualifications/ NIS Diploma (1 year) 5 % for 
Co - curricular activities ) 


( ii ) Weightage to Sports achievements

The Maharaja Bhupinder Singh Punjab Sports University, Patiala will declare the merit list of the 
candidates for admission to the respective course . 


f) 


The reservation of seats as given above shall be strictly adhered to however, in case seat (s) in a 
reserved category remain vacant, on account of non -availability of qualified candidates, such 

seats (s )may be filled up from the general category candidates. 
h ) The admission to total number of seats in Physical colleges will be done as per the norms laid 

down by the N.C.T.E./ Affiliating University . 
i) Candidates applying for the reserved category shall carefully indicate the claim for only one 

category in the admission form to be submitted to the Maharaja Bhupinder Singh Punjab Sports 
University , Patiala in the first instance before the Physical Fitness Test. No change of category will 

be entertained /permitted at later stage in the application form . 
j) If any institute is approved or seats are increased/altered in the existing institutionsby the NCTE , 

such approvals will be taken into consideration , if the affiliation is granted by the affiliating university , 

permission for admissions can be granted at least 7 days before the start of first counseling. 
k ) Personal appearance of the candidate when called for interview is essential. However, under 

special circumstances ( supported by document) a representative of the candidate may be allowed 
to appear on behalf of the candidate and the choice of the college made by the representative will 

be binding for the candidate . 
1) Before printing/publishing of the prospectus,Maharaja Bhupinder Singh Punjab Sports University , 

Patiala will ensure that each and every institute is approved by the NCTE and duly affiliated with 

the respective university . 
m ) There will be two centralized counsellings for admission to the respective Institutes . 
Management Quota Seats: 
In pursuance of the Hon ble Supreme Court of India s Judgement in T.M.A. Pai Foundation and others 
versus State ofKarnataka and others and in view of the interim Policy Regulations Notification , dated 
10th June 2003 issued by the University Grants Commssion 15 % of the seats out of 85 % state quota 
seats in un - aided private self- financing institutions shall be treated as management quota seats and shall 
be brought out of the purview of certralized counseling to be conducted by the Counciling College . 
The Counceling University shall exclude themanagement quota seats (showing the subject combination )

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from the centralized counseling and accordingly publish the details of these seats (Institute -wise ) provided 
by the respective institutes.

The seats under the management quota shall be filled up by the concerned institute in the following 
manner : 


(a ) The management quota seats will be filled up after the two rounds of centralized counseling only. 
(b ) Each institute duly authorized by the University conducting the counseling shall publish an 

advertisement,mentioning the name of the institute and seats available in two leading newspapers 
( i.e. one in English and one in PunjabiLanguage ) on the last day of the final counseling and may 

repeat this advertisement subsequently . 
(C ) The Management of the institutes shall fill up management quota seats on the basis of a merit list 

of applicants who had applied in pursuance to advertisement as stated in 3 (b ) above through its 
own counseling in a transparent manner. 


d ) 


There shall be no reservation , in respect of the prescribed management quota seats . 


e ) 


No college will be allowed to give any advertisement in the newspapers regarding admission before 
the second counseling is over .Any college found doing this, the admission committee shall cancel 
admission process of that college . 
The basic eligibility ceriteria regarding educational qualifications etc. shall remain the same as 
printed in the Brochure/Prospectus and as prescribed by the respective university.

Fees & Funds: 


The fee and funds structure in private self- financed colleges of Physical Education will be according to 
the instructions issued by the Government of Punjab . 


11 . 


In case of any dispute : 


Convenor of Admission Commitee as constituted by Maharaja Bhupinder Singh Punjab Sports University, 
Patiala shall be competent authority to decide the issue . However in case of any grievance against the 
decision of the Convenor, the affected person may appeal to Vice Chacellor Maharaja Bhupinder Singh 
Punjab Sports University , Patiala, whose decision shall be final.
